FOREWORD 

This  third  edition  of  the  Food  and  Agricultural  Export  Directory 
has  been  revised  and  expanded  to  give  exporters  a  handy  desk  reference 
of  the  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of  key  contacts  in  the  development 
of  food  and  agricultural  exports. 

The  additions  include  an  Introduction  for  new  exporters  to  the 
mechanics  of  international  trade,  and  a  listing  of  Combination  Export 
Managers  servicing  the  food  and  agricultural  trade.   The  Directory  also 
includes  the  listing  of  a  number  of  new  services  that  have  come  into 
existence  during  the  past  year,  such  as  the  FAS  Export  Trade  Services 
Division,  Atlantic  International  Marketing  Conmiittee,  and  World  Trade 
Center  Institute. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  make  this  Directory  as  complete  and 
accurate  as  possible  as  of  this  date.   Suggestions  for  additions  and 
changes  that  will  make  the  information  more  useful  will  be  welcomed. 
Listing  does  not  imply  approval  or  constitute  endorsement  by  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  or  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service. 
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INTRODUCTION 

A  MESSAGE  TO  NEW  EXPORTERS 

Someone  overseas  buys  a  portion  of  almost  every  crop  raised  on  the  American  farm. 

Production  from  one  in  about  every  four  acres  is  exported  --  as  wheat  by  the  shipload, 
popcorn  by  the  case,  mayonnaise,  horseradish,  chicken  parts,  celery,  cattle,  orange  juice  and 
hundreds  of  other  foodstuffs,  raw,  refined  or  ready  to  eat. 

The  products  go  to  a  market  that  is  growing  not  only  in  numbers,  but  in  buying  power,  and 
they  are  sold  by  thousands  of  American  businessmen  who  have  found  that  different  dress,  a 
different  language  and  different  currency  do  not  make  a  different  customer. 

If  you  merchandise  or  process  farm  products,  you  can  have  a  place  in  this  market.   Yours 
need  not  be  a  big  business.   A  not  uncommon  complaint  overseas  is  that  too  many  U.S.  companies 
will  not  sell  in  less  than  carload  lots,  shutting  out  tradesmen  who  would  like  to  develop 
American  products  but  cannot  take  a  large  volume  initially. 

Commercial  exports  of  U.S.  farm  products  have  nearly  tripled  since  1956  and  the  potential 
for  increase  is  even  greater  as  country  after  country  turns  from  a  subsistence  economy  and 
subsistence  living  to  a  growth  economy  and  better  living. 

You  are  selling  in  the  domestic  economy,  the  most  demanding  market  in  the  world,  so  you 
already  have  the  business  acumen  required  to  sell  overseas. 

As  you  investigate  the  export  market,  you  will  find  government  agencies,  both  state  and 
national,  and  many  private  groups  eager  to  help  you. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  has  an  Export  Trade 
Services  Division  and  Commodity  Divisions  with  export  specialists  ready  to  assist. 

The  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  has  export  specialists  in  its  field  offices  throughout  the 
country.   Offices  of  the  Small  Business  Administration  also  are  geared  to  help.   Dozens  of 
trade  associations  and  State  Departments  of  Agriculture  can  advise  and  guide  you  into  this  new 
market. 

This  Directory  is  designed  to  give  you  the  names  of  these  contacts  for  assistance  in 
export  selling, 

WHERE  TO  START 

First,  of  course,  you  must  have  something  to  sell  abroad,  which  means  that  you  must  be 
willing  to  commit  a  portion  of  your  production  for  overseas  sales  on  a  continuing  basis. 
Nothing  kills  sales  any  more  effectively  than  an  undependable  supply,  and  this  is  just  as  true 
abroad  as  it  is  at  home.   The  businessman  who  approaches  export  sales  as  a  residual  outlet 
for  surplus  production  can  hardly  expect  to  succeed  in  the  export  market. 

Fortunately,  most  American  farm  products,  in  one  form  or  another,  are  suitable  for 
export.   Our  big  crops  and  commodities,  which  account  for  our  major  trade  volume  overseas, 
generally  are  exported  in  bulk  for  milling,  processing,  further  refining,  blending,  and 
manufacturing  abroad.   Related  products,  such  as  feed  and  food  additives  and  supplements, 
convenience  foods,  fresh  vegetables  and  fruits,  specialty  foods,  can  be  exported  in 
ready-to-use  form. 

U.S.  livestock  breeding  stock,  including  baby  chicks,  and  hatching  eggs,  is  exported  in 
ever- increasing  numbers  to  supplement  and  Improve  production  of  meat,  milk,  and  eggs 
throughout  the  world. 


Packaged  and  branded  American  groceries  are  being  bought  from  countless  retail  outlets 
abroad.   The  Department  of  Agriculture's  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  estimates  that  nearly 
500  U.S.  farm  products  are  exported.   Chances  are  that  your  product,  regardless  of  Its  nature 
or  form,  can  fit  somewhere  In  this  vital  marketing  picture. 

Therefore,  as  you  decide  to  explore  the  export  market  for  your  products,  careful  study  and 
thought  regarding  their  characteristics,  adaptability,  and  potential  end  uses  will  help  and 
undoubtedly  hasten  their  initial  overseas  sales. 

FINDING  THE  OVERSEAS  BUYER 

Row   to  find  a  buyer?  Your  first  impulse  may  be  to  pack  a  few  samples  and  "fly  blind"  to 
some  overseas  point  and  take  your  chances.   This  may  have  worked  a  generation  or  two  ago,  and 
we  are  not  saying  it  is  impossible  now,  but  unless  you  have  well-established  trade  contacts 
or  business  relations  overseas,  you  are  almost  certain  to  save  time,  money  and  energy  by 
probing  the  overseas  market  before  you  start  traveling  internationally. 

The  many  U.S. -based  agencies,  companies,  associations  and  trade  groups  listed  in  this 
Directory  can  help  you.   They  will  be  happy  to  give  you  information  on  markets  and  production 
in  specific  countries,  product  preferences  and  requirements;  credit  sources  and  methods  of 
payment,  and  any  trade  restrictions  or  prohibitions  that  you  might  face.   They  will  gladly 
consult  on  marketing  opportunities  and  where  you  can  start  best. 

The  FAS  Export  Trade  Services  Division  is  developing  a  new  Trade  Opportunity  Referral 
System  for  helping  U.S.  exporters  make  contact  with  foreign  buyers.   All  you  have  to  do  is  fill 
out  a  form  showing  your  interest  in  the  export  business.   Trade  inquiries  from  foreign  firms 
will  then  start  coming  direct  to  you  for  followup  and  action.   Tel.  202/388-7938. 

One  of  the  best  devices  you  can  use  to  quickly  appraise  the  overseas  market  and  at  the 
same  time  export  your  products  to  buyers  is  the  international  trade  fair  exhibit.   For 
hundreds  of  years  these  exhibits  have  served  as  the  traditional  international  meeting  place, 
or  "show  case,"  for  buyer  and  seller.   Their  usefulness  for  this  purpose  is  just  as 
important  today. 

Exhibits  bring  together  in  a  short  time  sellers  and  their  products  and  buyers  and  their 
order  books.   Their  size  and  scope  can  vary  from  huge  international  events,  with  perhaps  a 
million  or  more  persons  visiting,  to  smaller  trade-only  shows  where  the  public  is  excluded. 

FAS  sponsors  from  10  to  20  overseas  exhibits  annually;  some  in  established  markets,  others 
in  new  or  developing  markets.   This  exhibits  program  is  available  to  you  today.   As  a  commer- 
cial export  supplier,  your  participation  is  basically  the  same  in  any  type  of  U.S.  exhibit. 
You  send  products  and  a  representative,  either  from  your  U.S.  company  or  an  overseas  office  or 
affiliate,  if  you  have  one,  to  attend  your  booth  or  display  and  to  actively  promote  and  sell 
your  products,   Tel.  202/388-4376. 

Your  representative  should  know  your  company  and  its  background,  have  full  prices  and 
information  on  your  products,  and  be  able  to  quote  delivery  times  and  conditions. 

The  buyer  may  say  that  he  would  like  to  buy  your  product,  but  that  you  will  first  have  to 
overprint  the  label  with  the  drained  weight  and  net  weight  in  the  metric  system,  and  in  the 
language  of  the  country.   In  some  countries  even  the  type  sizes  for  this  label  printing  are  set 
by  law. 

Knowledge  of  these  details,  insignificant  and  time-consuming  as  it  may  seem  to  you,  are 
necessary.   Most  company  executives  and  representatives  who  have  regularly  attended 
FAS-sponsored  exhibits  use  the  exhibit  period  to  schedule  further  interviews  and  trade 
discussions  to  be  held  after  the  exhibit  closes, 

A  minimum  of  a  week  in  the  host  country  after  the  exhibit  closes  is  time  well  spent.   If 
you  pack  up  and  come  home  the  day  the  exhibit  closes,  you  may  have  wasted  much  of  your  overseas 
time  and  travel  money.   Follovjup  is  essential  to  developing  enduring  trade  overseas,  just  as  it 
is  at  home. 


EXPORT  AGENTS 

In  opening  up  an  overseas  market  you  may  wish  to  use  the  services  of  a  Combination 
Export  Manager.   Such  firms  handle  the  foreign  business  of  several  companies,  usually  on  a 
minimum  retainer  basis,  plus  commission.   The  CEM  is  the  export  manager  of  each  company  it 
serves.   It  may  use  your  stationery  and  your  packing  and  shipping  facilities;  its  overseas 
agents  and  representatives  operate  in  your  name;  it  may  or  may  not  assume  credit  risks.   Its 
know-how  and  services  are  of  particular  value  to  small  companies  not  yet  ready  to  set  up  their 
own  export  departments. 

A  partial  listing  of  the  Combination  Export  Managers  is  given  in  this  Directory. 

If  you  have  had  some  experience  in  exporting,  you  may  wish  to  set  up  your  own  export 
department.   This  may  only  require  assignment  of  export-related  duties  and  responsibilities 
to  members  of  your  company,  or  it  may  require  organization  of  an  entirely  new  department. 

You  may  wish  to  sell  your  products  through  one  of  the  following  export  agents: 

Export  Merchant  -  He  will  buy  your  goods  outright,  usually  on  a 
nonexclusive  basis,  and  resell  them  abroad  on  his  own  account. 

Export  Commission  Agent  -  He  is  actually  a  buyer  or  purchasing 
agent  for  foreign  companies  who  scan  the  U.S.  market  for  goods 
that  meet  its  specifications.  Accordingly,  he  Is  paid  in  the 
form  of  commissions  from  the  foreign  firm. 

Export  Broker  -  He  is  frequently  a  specialist  in  export  trade  in 
food  and  staple  products,  who  brings  the  domestic  Seller  and 
foreign  buyer  together,  and  receives  a  commission  on  sales  that 
he  has  arranged. 

All  of  the  above  Export  Agents  can  perform  a  useful  service.   The  one  you  select  will 
probably  depend  on  the  integrity,  experience  of  the  firm  in  exporting  your  line  of  goods, 
charges  or  commissions,  and  services  it  can  perform  in  developing  a  foreign  market  for  your 
products. 

EXPORT  INFORMATION 

Whatever  method  you  choose  to  make  your  bid  for  a  share  in  the  overseas  market,  you  will 
want  at  least  a  passing  knowledge  of  some  of  the  quirks,  the  special  procedures  and  terms 
involved,  and  the  continuing  sources  of  information  on  export  trade. 

The  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  operates  a  worldwide  system  of  gathering  and  distributing 
economic  and  marketing  Information  on  agricultural  production  and  use.   Key  links  In  this 
system  are  the  U.S.  Agricultural  Attaches  and  Agricultural  Officers  who  are  maintained  by  FAS 
In  many  American  Embassies  and  Consular  offices  abroad.   Much  of  the  information  on  agricul- 
ture abroad  published  and  distributed  in  the  United  States  comes  from  regular  reports 
furnished  by  these  men.   They  welcome  visits  from  U.S.  businessmen. 

FAS  also  has  a  Washington-based  staff  of  commodity  specialists  who  travel  widely  and 
continually  investigate  new,  expanding,  and  existing  markets  for  American  farm  products.   They 
serve  as  useful  contact  points  for  exporters. 

FAS  and  other  government  agencies  have  a  number  of  publications  that  will  assist  you  in 
developing  export  markets.   Many  of  these  are  listed  In  this  Directory. 

Shippers,  banks,  commodity  trade  associations  and  other  export-oriented  commercial 
entities  will  furnish  Information  and  services,  either  without  charge  or  at  a  small  fee.   Their 
goal,  as  that  of  the  government  agencies,  is  the  same  as  yours:  to  establish  your  products  in 
the  export  market. 

The  field  offices  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Commerce  can  supply  you  at  a  cost  of  $2  each 
with  World  Trade  Directory  Reports  giving  background  information  on  individual  foreign  firms. 


OBTAINING  PATIENT 

Iflien  you  make  your  first  sales  overseas,  you  will,  of  course,  xjant  to  exchange  credit 
references  with  your  buyer.  Your  international  bank  can  help  supply  you  with  this  information. 
Credit  inquiries,  made  within  the  bounds  of  propriety,  are  customary  and  welcomed  by  reliable 
traders  any^^7here  in  the  world. 

The  most  universal  means  of  payment  is  the  bank-to-bank  transaction  --  between  the  buyer's 
bank  overseas  and  your  bank  here  --  with  a  letter  of  credit. 

A  letter  of  credit  is  simply  a  contract  stating  that  if  you  will  deliver  the  goods  under 
the  agreement  made  between  you  and  the  buyer,  he  will  pay  for  them. 

Your  bank  will  issue  you  a  confirmed  letter  of  credit  after  assurance  from  the  buyer's 
bank  that  he  has  the  money  on  hand  or  will  get  it  in  time  to  pay  for  the  goods. 

Another  method  is  based  on  "payment  against  documents,"  also  known  as  the  "sight  draft." 
Here,  you  or  your  freight  fon^^arder  sends  documentation  on  the  shipment  to  the  buyer's  bank 
overseas.   The  bank  in  turn  notifies  the  buyer  to  come  to  the  bank,  sign  the  documents,  and 
authorize  payment  to  your  bank  in  the  United  States.   The.  buyer  does  not  receive  title  to  the 
goods  until  the  payment  has  been  made. 

A  variation  of  the  sight  draft  is  the  "time  draft,"  which  means  simply  that  the  buyer  can 
receive  the  cargo  and  have  an  additional  30,  60,  90  days,  or  whatever  extension  you  and  he 
agree  on,  to  pay  for  the  goods. 

Then  there  is  the  "open  account,"  which  resembles  our  ordinary  charge  account  system. 

Hovj  you  handle  your  overseas  accounts  can  depend  on  many  factors,  but  the  most  important 
is  your  relationship  with  the  buyer.   Mutual  respect  and  integrity,  combined  with  good  business 
principles  and  practices,  are  the  key  elements.   It  does  not  matter  whether  your  buyer  is  ten 
miles,  or  10,000  from  you.   The  basic  procedures  are  much  the  same  anywhere. 

SHIPPING  PROCEDURES 

The  services  of  an  international  freight  forwarding  agent  will  be  helpful  in  shipping 
your  products  abroad.   The  freight  forwarder,  as  he  is  called,  usually  headquarters  in  a  port 
city.   He  is  an  independent  businessman  whose  basic  role  is  to  see  that  your  product  gets  to 
its  destination  the  best  and  cheapest  way.   He  will  provide  you  with  all  the  necessary  services 
to  get  your  product  from  your  plant  to  your  customer,  or  as  many  or  as  few  as  you  wish, 
depending  on  your  own  resources. 

He  is,  in  effect,  your  travel  agent  to  move  the  goods  involved  in  the  sale  just  as  your 
banker  moves  the  money. 

As  you  gain  experience  in  the  export  trade,  you  may  decide  to  dispense  with  the  services 
of  the  freight  forwarder  and  handle  the  shipping  yourself.  You  can  do  it  yourself  from  the 
start,  of  course,  and  many  businessmen  have.   Others  do  all  their  exporting  through  forwarders. 
The  decision  is  yours. 

EXPORT  SERVICES 

This  Directory  lists  most  of  the  services  available  to  exporters  of  food  and  agricultural 
products,  from  the  initial  inquiry  to  the  final  sale.   The  Table  of  Contents  will  give  you  a 
key  to  locating  these  services. 

For  direct  assistance  in  getting  into  the  export  business  we  would  suggest  you  call  the 
FAS  Export  Trade  Services  Division,  202/388-7631,  The  Division  will  assist  you  in  making 
contacts  and  obtaining  information  from  Washington,  D.C.  and  State  export  agencies  and  is 
available  for  counsel  and  assistance  on  export  matters.

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EXPORT  PAYMENT  AND  CREDIT 

Export  sales  are  usually  paid  for  by  one  of  three  methods:  an  export  letter  of  credit 
opened  by  the  foreign  buyer  in  favor  of  the  seller  In  the  United  States;  a  draft  drawn  directly 
by  the  seller  in  the  United  States  on  the  buyer  abroad;  or  open  account  basis. 

Letter  of  Credit 

A  letter  of  credit  offers  the  greatest  protection  to  the  seller.  When  it  is 
issued  in  irrevocable  form  by  either  a  domestic  or  a  foreign  bank  on  behalf  of  a 
foreign  buyer,  it  eliminates  the  credit  risk.   It  assures  the  seller  that  he  will 
be  paid  when  the  specified  shipping  documents  are  presented  to  the  paying  bank 
indicated  in  the  letter  of  credit,  provided  that  all  the  requirements  of  the  credit 
have  been  met. 

Sight  and  Time  Drafts 

Drafts  are  increasingly  popular.  With  the  sight  draft,  the  buyer  can  defer 
payment  until  the  foreign  correspondent  of  the  seller's  bank  presents  the  draft 
to  him.   Only  after  the  payment  is  made  does  the  buyer  receive  title  to  the 
goods  the  exporter  shipped.   In  practice,  the  buyer  often  does  not  make  payment  -- 
and  take  title  --  until  the  goods  arrive  in  his  country. 

Sales  on  Open  Account  , 

If  the  buyer  is  well  known  to  the  seller,  has  a  well  established  reputation, 
or  is  a  foreign  branch  or  subsidiary  of  a  U.S.  firm,  the  seller  may  want  to  do 
business  on  an  open  account,  or  even  consignment  basis. 

Open  account  sales  are  simple  and  convenient,  but  they  provide  no 
negotiable  instrument  of  obligation  and  there  may  be  problems  of  collection  if 
the  buyer  refuses  to  pay. 

Commercial  banks  are  the  best  source  of  information  on  export  documentation  and  the 
various  means  of  financing  and  insuring  export  sales.   If  your  local  bank  does  not  handle 
export  paper,  it  is  probably  a  correspondent  of  a  bank  that  does.   For  reference  material  on 
financing  and  credit,  see  the  listing  of  Export  Publications  in  this  Directory. 

COMMODITY  CREDIT  CORPORATION 

The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  provides  for  the  financing  of  export  sales  of  certain 
U.S.  agricultural  commodities  for  periods  of  a  maximum  of  36  months.  This  enables  the  U.S. 
exporter  to  sell  such  agricultural  commodities  to  the  foreign  importer  on  a  deferred-payment 
basis.   For  all  transactions  there  is  required  an  acceptable  bank  obligation  and  an  assignment 
by  the  U.S.  exporter  of  his  account  receivable.   Interest  is  charged  at  rates  announced  each 
month  by  CCC.   For  further  information  contact:
